Word Reaches Copenhagen That the 


Explorer is Returning There 


From Victorious Trip. 


Copenhagen, Sept. 1.—Dr. Frederick 


A. Cook, the American explorer, reach- 
ed the north pole April 21. 1908, ac- 
cording to a telegram Just received at 
the colonial ofl'.ce here. 


The message was received from Ler- 


wick, Shetland Islands. 


Dr. Cook Is on board the Danish gov- 


ernment steamed Hans Egade, which 
passed Berwick at noon today en route 
fnr Denmark. 


The telesram announcing Dr. Cook's 


achievement was sent by a. Greenland 
official on board the steamer and reaOp 
as follows: 


"We have on board the American 


traveler. Dr. Cook, who reached the 
north po!e April 21, 1008. 


ered by Dr. Cook. "I did not know 
that Dr. Cook had an outfit available 
for that purpose" he said, "and I do 
not think the report can be true. Dr. 
Cook has been wandering in those 
parts for some time. It is just prob- 
able that the story emanated from 
some Danish skipper who has returned 
from the north." 


When asked what would be the 


value of the discovery, If the authen- 
ticity of the report was confirmed. Ad- 
miral Melville said:

March 3, 1908. Dr. Cook's plan was 
set aside all tradition by making the 
dash to the pole during 
tho winter 


months, when tho elements are con- 
sidered least advantageous for ,a.n ad- 
vance northward. Nothing had been 
heard from Dr. Cook for eighteen 
months. A special committee of the 
Arctic clnb, however, had made care- 
ful 
calculations 
upon his probable 


whereabouts and had reached the con- 
clusion that Dr. Cook had discovered 
the pole. 


Base 1,000 Miles From Pole. 


It was Dr. Cook's plan to make his 


base ot supplies or permanent" camp 
at Annatoak. in Greenland, about twen- 
ty miles north of Etah. This would 
place him about 1.000 miles from the 
north pole. 
He first made his way 


westward out of the cache and across 
to Ellsmereland. 


The Arctic club calculates he had 


reached this position in the spring of 
1905. The last news receive'! from him 
W3.« dated March J7.1908. when he was 
near Cape Thomas Hubbard. 


He then reported that h!s health was 


excellent, that he had picked up a-large 
party of Esquimaux of superior intel- 
ligence and that his prospects for suc- 
cess were bright. He Intended to push 
on to the northern point of Grantland 
and from there start his dash to the

ment. Her love for dogs was respon- 
sible for her misfortune, but now she 
believes herself 
Immune 
from 
the 


rabies and is willing to take charge of 
as many mad dogs as her "home hos- 
pital" can accommodate. 


Miss Manners, 
who is twenty-two 


years old. has loved dogs since she was 
able to crawl as a baby. Three months 
ago her father died and left her a 
small fortune. She was the only heir, 
her mother having died several" years 
ago. She resolved to live, a life of soli- 
tude, making her only friends those of 
the lower anliual world. 


When a child of four years she was 


first bitten l>y a dog. The animal was 
chasing a lot of hoys and girls. 
Sho 


stood directly In Its path. The mad- 
dened beast knocked her down and 
would have killed her but for the brav- 
ery of a policeman who killed the dog. 
She was then given a form of the now 
famous treatment against hydropho- 
bia. 


Three years later she was attacked 


by n mud black and tan terrier, which 
severely tore her nrm. Her condition 
for a time was extremely serious, and 
it was believed she. would be a victim 
of hydrophobia. She survived, and lat- 
er while attempting to pet a dog which 
was In an angry mood she received a 
severe bite. 


Two years ago she grasped a baby as 


a mad dog was about to attack It and 
was bitten in thn arm. Her last seri- 
ous cxperie-ire of tho kind was a. ye.nr 
ago, when she forced her way through 
a crowd that surrounded a dog three 
policemen were trying 
to 
kill with 


clubs. She took tho animal, although 
It was frothing at tho mouth, In her 
arms. The dog bit her. hut she held it 
In her arms despite the protests of the 
crowd. She took it home notwithstand- 
ing its struggles, and In a few days It 
was restored to Ita 
normal condition. 


She paid no attention to her injury and 
showed rjo signs of the rabies, although 
tho dog was known to be mad. 


Her love for animals, clogs principal- 


ly, has caused her to open her home 
as a mad dog hospital. She has hired 
an expert veterinary surgeon, who 
•grees with her, that an asylum for 
dogs Is Just as necessary as one for 
human beings. 


"I Intend to devote all my life to 


this work." Miss Manners said today. 
"My income Is sufficient to keep me the 
rest of my life, and to provide treat- 
ment for as many 'Insane' dogs as can 
be housed in my home. That the In- 
sanity of animals is the same as that 
Of human beings is one thing I'm sure 
of. We say a man is crazy, and a. dog 
is mad. I have 
studied the subject 


thoroughly, havlnn consulted physi- 
cians and read up the subject. 


"Many people, even physicians, think 


that I am foolish, but what do I care 
as long as I know I am doing my 
duty? 
It Is a great charity to look 


after the sick and bury the dead, but 
why shouldn't someone care for ani- 
mals who aro unable to tell us their 
complaint, but who die 'like a dog,' as 
is the common term, and who have to 
suffer without being able to even mur- 
mur.

Mackinac, Mich., Sept. 1.—Pere Mar- 


quette, the Jesuit 
missionary whose

the unveiling of a seven thousand dol- 
lar monument to his memory.

New Tork, Sept. 1.—Bird S. Coler, 


president of the borough of Brooklyn, 
has preferred charges against Mayor 
McClellan to Governor Hughes. 
The 


borough president obviously seeks to 
convey the Impression he wants the 
mayor removed from office. 
He pre- 


sents the charges under the provision 
of the city charter which makes the 
mayor subject to the governor's re- 
moval power, but nowhere in his 
charges does he ask specifically for the 
mayor's dismissal. 


Coler charges the mayor with using 


the reports of his commissioners of ac- 
counts, who just now are engaged In 
investigating Coler's own official con- 
duct, for furthering his political and 
personal purposes. 


"A vicious abuse of the mayor's po- 


litical power" is the borough presi- 
dent's characterization. 
Coler avers 


the 
investigation of three borough 


presidencies — Manhattan. Bronx anc 
Brooklyn—was inspired by a desire on 
McClellan's part to avenge himself on 
his political enemies and create a false 
Impression that the immense city bud- 
get is due to waste by the borough 
presidents and not by the mayor's own 
administration. 
Coler jumps clear 


over ths fact that the two borough 
presidents who already have been in 


vestlgated have been removed by the 
governor. 


Says Commissioners Are Tools. 


Coler characterizes the commission- 


ers of accounts as McClellan's tools, 
who threaten, Intimidate and torture 
witnesses. As a borough president be 
views the investigation of his own of- 
fice—and his charges chiefly are con- 
fined to that place of the mayor's al- 
leged misconduct—as not an effort to 
ascertain the true condition of affairs.

the disposition of such a matter as l' 
have placed before you is not the work 
of a morning hour. But the condition 
is due to him, not to me. I could anti- 
cipate no such abuse of powers as his 
has been, and, therefore, realizing the 


difficulty of dealing with this proposi- 
tion at this eleventh hour of our terms 
of office, and reluctant to press so dif- 
ficult a matter upon you,. I still feel it 
my duty to appeal against so monstrous 
an Injustice arid so grave a public 
menace to every tribunal to which I 
have the right to appeal.

^Indianapolis, Sept. L—According to 
E. S. Shuniaker, state superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon league, the leagus 
will not take part In the campaign be- 
ing waged In Terre Haute for the elec- 
tion of an independent candidate for 
mayor. 
Terre Haute Is the home of 


Crawford Fairbanks, president of the 
Terre Haute Brewing company, and 
arch enemy of the league forces, and 
the 
temperance 
element In 
Terre 


Haute, 
which 
Is 
largely 
Inter- 


ested In the election of L. R. Whitnoy, 
the Independent candidate, had 
ex- 


pected the league forces to take a 
lending part in the campaign, although 
the aid of the league had not been 
specifically solicited by the independ- 
ent league which is back of Whitney. 


"Terre Haute must fight its own 


political battles," said Mr. Shumaker. 
"Personally, all the league workers are 
Interested, of course, in seeing ths 
best men elected to all public offices, 
but we do not believe that we would 
be Justified In taking our organization 
to Terre Haute and entering it in the 
independent flght. When we go to 
Terre Haute which may not be for a 
long time yet, It will be to wage .1 
county option fight, and politics, we 
believe, ought to be reduced to a mini- 
mum In such a campaign."
